Self-Confessed Los Aveles

Los Angeles, Dec, 5.—James. B. Me- 
Namara confessed murderer was sen- 
fenced to life improsonment today by 
Judge Waller, Bordwell, His. brother 
John.J. McNamara, secretary of the In- 
ternational .association of Bridge’ and 
Structural’ Iron Workers, who confess- 
edb dynamiling, ofv thes, Llewylin Iron 
Works, was. sentenced ‘to fifteen years 
in penitentiary, .Twenly-one . persons 
lost’ thei lives in The Times disaster, 
No one was killed in the Llewelyn Iron 
Works affair, Imprisonment will be 
in-San Quelin Penitentiary. Judge 
Bordwell mounted the bench at 1230 
and a moment latter Attorney Darrow, 
chief counsel for defense entered fol- 
lowed by Lecomte Davis and Scott en- 
tered, behind them, trailed the MeNa- 
maras, “Are you ready to proceed,” 
asked Judge Bordwell, ‘The state is,” 
sald Fredericks and he then read James 
McNamara's confession.

MoNamara’s Confession. 

James B, McNamara’s brief confes- 

sion, penned by his own hand late yes- 
terday, and bearing many evidences of 
a man little skilled in letters, was 
made public, today, 
» Itis'as follows: ‘J, James _B.' Me- 
Namara, defendant in the case of the 
people having -herectofore: pleaded guil. 
ty to he crime of murder, desire to 
make~this statements of facts. 

“This is the truth, on the night of 
Seplember 30th, 1910, at 5:45 p. m., 
I placed in-an Ink alley, a-portion of 
The Times Building, a suil cage con- 
taining 16 sticks of 80 per cent dyna- 
mnite set to explode at 1 o'clock the 
next morning, 

“It was the intention to injure the 
building and to seare the owners. I 
did not intend to take the life of any 
one, I sincerely regret tha! those un- 
fortunate men lost their Jives. If the 
giving of my life would bring. them 
back I would gladly give it, In faet, 
in pleading guilly to murder in’ the 
first degree, I have placed my life in 
the hands ef the state.” 

(Signed) JAMES B, M'NAMARA, 

The confession covers one side of 
an ordinary sheet of paper and was 
written with = @ fountain pen supplied 
by one of the attorneys. It is probably 
the only written, statement of the case 
that will ever he made by the writer 
or his brother John J. MeNamara, who 
pleaded guilty to the dynamiting of

Sub-stations may have been 
J warranted for some time, perhaps, but 
the course of human events has not 
brought about more than siles for such 
stations, as yet, Next summer will 
doubtless see their erection, installa- 
tion and operation, And therein arises 
in the mind cf the naturally curious 
and inquisitive, why telephone — sub- 
stations?) What funcaiow do they per- 
form and why are they necessary? 

A sub-station is for the purpose of 
relieving the main telephone station of 
a great number of connections, and 
also for the purpose of minimizing 
overhead wires and underground con- 
duits. Relief for the main central and 
utilization of less material in wires and 
poles are the two purposes which oc- 
casion sub-stations, They are a cen- 
tral, all within themselves, and are yet 
a unit to the central station,

Slations will work on the same_prin- 
cipal as the central station, making in- 
dependent conection for a considerable 
radius of territory, They will have con- 
nections with the main central station, 
by cables, A telephone subscriber in| 
the west end calling a subseriber in 
the west end, will call through the sub- 
station only, Buta west ender calling 
an east ender will call through the west 
end sub-station, through the main cen- 
tral office and then possibly through 
the east end sub-station. By this meth- 
od aclarge quantity of wiring will be 
eliminated that would otherwise — be 
necessary, 

For instance, five hundred subserib- 
ers in the west end, and on the west 
end sub-station circuit, would have! 
each two wires running from their tele-, 
phone instrument to the sub-station. 
For the accomodation of these west end 
patrons it would not be necessary to 
have over 125 pairs of wires connecl- 
ing the sub-station with the central 
station, That is, one pair of wires is | 
sufficient for every four subscribers. 
This does not mean a party line, not by 
any means, Out of every 100 subserib-

HUDSON BAY RAILWAY 


Minister of Railways Intimates That a New Reoute May Be 
Selected—New Grain Act Intro-du-cecl—Nanitoba 
Boundary Question Dekated 


(Western Associated Press.) 
Oltawa, Dec. 5.—The discussion to- 
day developed the fact that work on 


the Hudson Bay railway had been de- 
finitely stopped, with no assurance of 
when or where it would = be begun 
again.

In an annual report consisting of 
fifteen pages ef typewritten large 
sheets of paper, Dr. T, H. Whitelaw, 
municipal medical officer of health, 
discuss the public health situation at 
some length, The report came to the 
city commissioners this morning. The 
medical oMcer of health retommends 
the installation of the Owens sewag 
disposal plant, appointment of a re- 
gular food inspector, immediate pass- 
age of the new dairy bylaw just pre- 
pared, padded cells at the police sta- 
lion for delirium tremens — sufferers, 
confiscation of all breads, lards, ete. 
found to be tinder weight, immediate 
appointment of a parks commission 
and more rigid legislation for com- 
pulsory instaliaiion of sewer and wat- 
er conveniences, The doctor com- 
mends his subordinates and pays a 
tribute to the superintendent of the 
Isolation hospital. 

According to the annual report of 
the medical officer of health this de- 
partment cost the city for maintenance 
during the twelve months ending Get- 
ober 3ist, the sum- of $33,861.40. 
This was the net cost. The depart- 
ment realized practically $10,000 rev- 
enue, 

Ata cost of $35,000 the cily has’a 
most acceptable’ isolation hospital the 
average capital expense per bed he- 
ing about $500. When it is consid- 
ered that the general run of expense 
per bed in hispital construction is near 
the $1,009 mark, this is a low figure, 
according to the report. Total cost of 
conducting the hospital during the 12 
months was $12,075.04 and revenue 
from the  institulion amounted to 
$8,345.55 of which amount $5,447.70 
has been collected already and $1,373 
will be written off the books as bad
